Solicitors should be abie to 
become High Court judges, the 
Law Society says iG a memna- 
randum published today on the 
Supreme Court Bill], which jis 
before Parliament. 

The society notes that solicj- 
rors can become recorders and 
thar after three years as 
recorders they can become 
circuit judges, who sit in thè 
crown courts and county courts. 

But although some solicitor 
circuit judges had sat as deputy 
High Court judges, they were 
not eligible for full appoint- 
ment to the High Court bench. 
Of 334 circuit judges, 19 are 
solicitors. The Bill perperuated 
the rule agaiost solicitors by 
providing that High Court 
judges must be barrisrers of 
at least 10 years' standing. The 
society is pressing for an 
ameadment making all circuit 
judges eligible to become High 
Court judges. 

It also calls for the remoyat 
of the barriers stopping solici- 
tors from holding certain senior 
legal appointments. For 
example. the permanent secre- 
tary to the Lord Chancellor can 
only be a barrister.

Diring his speech on Tuesday, 
Dr Castro condemned American 
support for the ruling junta in 
E!

President Reagan has decided 
to draw the line in El Salvador. 
Thus far and no farther will 
the communist powers be per- 
mitted to expand their influence 
in the Western world. It is all 
rather puzzling for foreigners 
.ard for Ameriçans, too, for 
wham El Salvador has never 
been a matter of rear Concern. 

Twenty years ago President 
Kennedy tried to reverse the 
verdict of history and over» 
throw the communist govern- 
ıIrment in Cuba. That was the 
first communist state that had 
uot been established by force 
of Russian arms or in a Country 
contiguous with existing com- 
munist states—and, the first in 
the Americas. 

Mr Kennedy failed and there 
have been many other Com 
munist states set up sime then 
in various parts of the world. 

‘The thing about El Salvador 
is that if the United States is 
really determined to stop come 
murnism there, it will succeed. 
There is no powerful and ruth- 
less neighbour, like North 
Vietnam, to serve as a base of 
operations for the rebels. 

El Salvador is nor immense 
and populous, like China. It is 
the very opposite, with a popu» 
lation of about six million in a 
country the size of Wales. 

Neither is its government 
burdened with a dictator whose 
personal fortunes are indis- 
solubly bound up with the 
regime's. The Sandinistas won 
in Nicaragua because they were 
the only possible alternative to 
the Somozas.

ir, We are disturbed at reports of 
an imminent cut-back of 40 per cent 
in the professionel staff of the 
Home ce Research Unit. The 
Howard League has long maintained 
that research is an essential basis 
for penal policy, both to monitor the 
real effects of penal sanctions and, 
no less important, to indicate the 
cost/effectiveness of different 
methods. 

„The unit has made a valuable con- 
tribution on such subjects as crime 
prevention, the effects of long pri- 
son sentences, and attendance 
centres, despite a reduction in staff- 
ing from 80 to 69 between 1975/76 
and 1980/41. The cost in 1980/81 is 
only abour £1m, plus £500,000 for 
extramural research. 

As a member of the Advisory 
Council on the Penal System from 
1966-1978 I greatly appreciated its 
ability to provide the information 
we required. Its research has sorae- 
times thrown doubt on the received 
wisdom, for example, by suggesting 
that the level of crime in the com- 
munity is likely to be reduced by 
crime prevention strategies rather 
thar by increasing the size of police 
forces or the length of prison 
sentences ; one of the most valuable 
functions of research is precisely 
to show how to obtain better value 
from law enforcement expenditure, 

We hold no special brief for the 
Unit, but at a time of great anxi 
about both crime and the pen 
system we should greatly regret any 
reduction in research work. Yet the 
Bercan age of the law enforcement 

udget spent on research has been 
lower in she last four years ahan in 
the early 1970s, and the amount 
spent on prison research has steadily 
declined in real terms since 1973/74.

During our time there an election 
was held in which the right wing 
candidate, Colonel Molina, was elec- 
ted President despite the probable 
victory of a “left wing ” politiciar, 
Napoleon Duarte. There followed a 
coup d'état in which the incumbent 
President, Sanchez Hernandez, was 
captured after a takeover by the 
army. This subsequently collapsed 
as soon as Napoleon Duarte had 
come on the radio to appeal for 
calm and to support the rebellion. 
The Guardia Nacional returned, 
President Sanchez Hernandez was 
put back in power and Duarte fled 
for his life to the Venezuelan em- 
bassy before going into exile. 

It is sad, therefore, to see Duarte 
portrayed as a right wing extremist 
now, since be has long been Dopu- 
lar, in San Salvador as a liberal 
politician. He has a near-impossible 
task to fulfil in El Salvador, where

(EPL), which looks to 
Peking for inspiration, in 
a similar desperate plight in 
Cördoba on the Caribbean 
coast. 

The National Liberation 
Army (ELN), whose most 
famous member was the late, 
revolutionary priest Camilo 
Torres, has broken into 
quarrelling groups, some of 
which remain active. All in 
all, the rural revolutionaries 
pose no threat to stability. 

The urban-based M-19, 
whose SReCtaEU aE expJoits 
include the twomorth occu- 
pation of the Dominican 
Embassy in Bogota last 
February, has gained some 
admiration among the popu- 
lation for its daring.

ability for conciliation has 
proved vital to the chronic- 
ally divided Liberal Party. 

Behind him stand the 
three diving former Liberal 
presidents, influential men 
overseeing the fortunes of 
the party and the Govern- 
ment. But division among 
Liberals runs deep and even 
the three old party war 
horses gallop off in different 
directions from time to time. 
So far the strongest Liberal 
candidate for the 1982 elec- 
tions is Sefor Virgilio Barca, 
a former ambassador in 
Washington.
